Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species from I or II 
and from A, B, C, or D and from V, W, X, Y, or Z for prosecution on the merits to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, at least 
claims 1, 12, 50 and 58 appear to be generic.
